ExhiHUted Soil, So CftUeo. 


It is a common way of speaking ot 


the soils of abandoned farms, and of 
others that yield only unprofitable crops, 
iliat they ore vrom out, exhausted and 
almost valueless for the purposes of oul- 
ivation. This condition of barrenness 
a more apparent than real and has been 
produced by a treatment as superficial 
aa the view of those so ready to condemn 
ho soil. In the early days of mining in 
California the impatient gold seekers, 
With rude apparatus and primitive 
methods, collected such quantities of 
hie precious metal aa came easily to 
mud and forsook their claims, leaving 
behind in the earth far more-gold than 
hey carried away. lu after years others 
more skillful have gathered abundant 
wealth from those forsaken fields. Some- 
hiug of the same nature will yet be ac- 
complished npon thousands of acres of 


e\v England soil now lightly valued. 
Au acre of soil, going down a foot 


deep, contains approximately 3,700'tons 
n its 40,000 or more cubic feet, or 
ibont 124 pounds to the onbie-'foofc 
Chemical analysis demonstrates that 
his quantity of surface earth, in an or- 
linnry average soil, contains about 
1,000 pounds of phosphoric acid, 8,000 
pounds of potash and 10,000 pounds of 
uitrogen. These ingredients, if pur- 
chased at usual market prices, might 
cost 4 cents a pound for tho potash, 7 
jents for the phosphoric acid, 16 cents 
'or the nitrogen. At these rates, the 
,ggrogate value of these three substances 
n a thin surface nore, only a single foot 
n depth, would bo §3,600. As the gold 
leld in quartz was beyond the reach of 
he unskilled miner, the fabulous wealth 
)f tho soil is largely unavailable to tho 
unskilled farmer. But the treasure is 
here, to bo secured by tho farmer of 
he future. Tho sum of $200,000 would 
ie thought a pretty liberal valuation of 
an ordinary 100 acre farm. There are 
many such farms in Connecticut cheaply 
•alned by owners who little appreciate 
he wonderful capabilities of tho soil 
hey oall exhausted,—Hartford Times.

e a long time; but, short as it is, it is 
spell of the in tensest agony and terror 


which can be conceived, and it would 
indeed be passing strange if it did not 
vrite deeply on many nervous systems 
ts note of horror.—London Hospital.

Tourists took about 
gold standard. 
$160,000,000 of gold out of this country 
last year. The interest on National, 
municipal, railroad and other bonds 
held in .Europe amounted to several 
hundred millions. A part of that in- 
terest is paid in products exported to 
Europe. If wheat sold for a dollar a 
bushel and cotton for ten cents a 
pound, our exports would throw the 
balance of trade in our favor and (gold 
would come from Europe, but at the 
presant prices of farm products that 
balance is against us and is settled in 
gold, and gold, therefore, will go to Eu- 
rope, so long as present conditions ex- 
ist, though the flow may be suspended 
temporarily by the gold trust for politi- 
cal or jobbing purposes. The remone- 
tlzation of silver would increase the 
prices of our products, which Europe 
must have, throw the balance of 'trade 
In our favor, and stop the shipment of 
gold to London, Paris and Hamburg. 


VC3ION HECESSARY. 


While the fusion of all parties who

or step son, Mr. Winters never had an 
adopted or step son, and the child, 
Oscar Peoples, aged 14 years, is the 
only person for whom he is even 
a guardian.

The Thunder's Long Roll. 


The prolonged roil of thunder is read- 


ily explained by comparison with a vol- 
ley fired along a line of troops. Supposo 
troops to be drawn tip on » line in such 
numbers as to extend for u mile and or- 
dered by-a signal Unit all could see to fire 
at once. One standing at the end of the 
line would hear the report of the nran- 
ket nearest him instantly. He would 
hear the others successively. Thus -f. re- 
port 560 foot away would coine to him 
in half !» second, and ho would not hear 
the last report for five or six seconds 
after the gun had been fired. This would 
produce a sort of roll, which would 
gradually increase ia intensity. If the 
listener stood exactly .midway between 
the two ends of the line, the reports 
from both ends would reach him at 
QHCO, and the sound would be but half 
as long in reaching him as if he stood 
at one extremity. If the soldiers formed 
a circle, there would be one sharp ex- 
plosion. Flashes of lightning may be 
considered us representing three lines of 
troops along which the explosions oc- 
cur at the same time. Consider tho va- 
riety of distance and position of the lis- 
tener, and wo account for the variety of 
sound in thunder. In mountainous re- 
gions the rolling is augmented by rever- 
berations or echoes.—Boston Traveller,

There are now about 20 wholesale 


commission dealers in cut flowers in the 
city. The first dealer in this business 
started about 18 years ago. Before that 
retail florists who did not raise their 
own flowers sent to the greenhouses of 
the growers for them. Now nearly all 
florists bny of the wholesale commission 
dealers in the oity. 


The flowers sold in this city are grown 


in New Jersey, and on Long Island and 
at some other points in this state. They 
are brought here by express packed in 
boxes constructed for the purpose. The 
busy part of the day in the wholesale 
flower establishments is from 8 o'clock 
in the morning, at about which time 
the flowers arrive, until about noon. 


The customers of the wholesale dealer 


include not only oity florists, bnt also 
florists in many places within 75 miles 
around Mow York, and flowers are often 
shipped from here to points much more 
distant.—New York .Sun.

HOUSES IN NEW MEXICO. 


Bow the Bricks Are Made—They Rave 


Straw In Them and Are Son Dried. 
Dwellings Hade In This War Are Vary 
Durable—A Favorable Climate. 
Architectural engineering is a branch 


of the gentle art of making mud pies in 
the laud where the adobe houses grow. 
In the laud of sunshine, where a rainy 
day is so lare that it is marked with a 
red cross, the native contractor and 
builder wastes no time figuring on the 
strength of material, the crushing limit 
of tubular columns and the wind pres- 
sure per square foot of elevation. He 
does not pore over blue prints of plans, 
cross sections and elevations, nor does 
he whittle down his figures to the finest 
point so as to come under some other 
contractor's bid. He simply rolls his 
trousers up above his knees, digs down 
in a favored ditch or pond until he 
strikes the "dobe mud," and in a short 
time he is ready to begin constructive 
operations. 


Adobe houses are brick houses, but 


the brick in sun dried and made with 
straw. The clay or mud of which the 
brick is made is a natural cement pe- 
culiar to tho arid plains of Now Mexico, 
Arizona, Nevada aud that belt of states 
and territories. It is turned out in the 
most primitive manner, and the Blue 
Island briolnnaker who might happen 
upon a half breed or Mexican 'dobe 
bnckmaker would view the operation 
with amusement or disgust Kiln burn- 
ed brick, made of blue clay, however, 
would not mfefc tbe requirements im- 
posed by the climatic conditions of those 
countries where adobe brick is used. 


In summer an adobe house is cool; in 


winter it is warm. Its thick walls ab- 
soib the occasional rain, and, although 
the sun dried brick is soft compared to 
tho kiln dried article, it does not crum- 
ble, and it stands for ages. 


A man who recently traveled throngh 


New Mexico was much interested in the 
'dobe bouses 
For weeks he inquired 


and searched for a 'dobn house in tho 
hands of the builders. At length in 
Santa Fo hn stumbled upon a couple of 
men stamping with their barefeot upon 
clay in a wooden frame. He inquired 
aud found that he was looking upon two 
Mexicans making adobe brick. In de- 
scribing the process ho said: 


"The men actually dug up the 'dobe 


mud from the bottom of tbe ditch which 
skirted ths road. They mixed it, or, as 
we say, 'tempered' it with water until 
it was of a stiff, clayey consistency. 
Then thpy chopped alfalfa hay into 
short pieces and mixed it with the clay, 
aud their material was ready to mako 
into brick. A wood frame lay on the 
ground This framo was filled with the 
'dobo mud mixed with hay, and one of 
tho men got into the frame and stamped 
tho mud down with his bare feot, at 
-the same time tamping it with a stick. 
After tho fiame was packed hard he 
scraped the surplus mud off with a 
slick, so that the top surface was level 
With the upper edges of tbe frame, and 
then lifting the frame from the clay he 
carried the brick to one side of the road 
u: J stood it on its edge. The next brick 
he made be leaned against the first one, 
and soon he had a dozen laigo bricks— 
each twice as wide and long and thick 
as an ordinary brick—drying in the 
stm. One of tho men told me that the 
bricks would bo ready to lay in throe or 
four days, and that they used the mud 
which the bricks are made of for the 
plaster. 
' 'The walla of an adobe house are very 


thick, sometimes two or three feet, and 
in tbe ordinary one story adobe bouso, 
which is characteristic of that region, 
they are built up perfectly plain until 
they reach tho roof Thereof is support- 
ed on wooden beams, laid edgewise on 
the walls, and the bricks are bniH up 
level with tho top of the beams between 
the timbers, leaving tho edge of tho 
raf ters exposed. Tbe roof haa a slight 
slant, and is made of adobe bricks. 
When it rains, tho water eoaks into the 
roof bricks, but does not bcf<in to drip 
down into tho rooms below until the 
rain is OVPI Then th"1 inly moves out 
until tho water is thiough with its 
dripping. I Baiv an adobe house in Santa 
Fe winch s.-is U. It ni tl.. 
1 sixteenth 


centtuy, and, so fur as I cc/uld soe,""the 
walls were as sliong aud good as uny 
house around fhcre. 


"Walls ave built of stone, plastered 


with adobe cement, if I may so call it, 
and surb walls are strong and solid 
I 


suppose if that country had hall as much 
rain as falls in Chicago tbe 'dobe houses 
would after a time crumble away, bnt 
the average year in New Mexico is 
made up of 187 days of unclouded sky, 
ISO days when sunshine predominates 
aud ouly B 
f> dnyd nf cloud, so that the 


rainfall does not amount to much more 
than a good sized fall of dow." 


It is estimated that an adobe house 


costs about $100 a room, but there are 
mansions built of this material which 
cost not less than $80,000 to construct 
When the "Americans" settled in Ne'sv 
Mexico, Utah, Arizona, Nevada and the 
lower part of California they accepted 
the treeless condition of tho country 
and built their house* of 'dobe muA— 
Chicago Record. 


Kentucky's Names. 


Kentucky is known as the Corn Crack- 


er State, from a game bird enjoying the 
same name which was formerly found 
MI great abundance in most parts of tbe 
state. It is also called the Blue Gross 
State, from the belt of lutid running 
through the center in which this variety 
of grass grows to great perfection. In 
the early days.of our history it was 
known as tbe Dark and Bloody Ground, 
being so termed by the Indians. It was 
then a debatable land between the In- 
dians living north of the Ohio and those 
living in the* mountains of Tennessee 
and Georgia, a sort of battleground for 
these tribes, which fact gave it tbe 
name long before it was settled by the 
whites.
